STOP $80,000 A YEAR IN CRIME 


' Bond, Profs Square-Off

President James Bond has been 
taken to court by three professors 
from CSUS. One suit is in Federal 
Court, alleging racial dis- 
crimination, and the other two are 
in Superior Court. One of the 
Superior Court cases involves 
academic freedom, the other in- 
volves improper administrative ac- 
tion. 

John Gerassi filed suit in 
Superior Court last Wednesday. 
along with United Professors of 
California, AFL-CIO, charging 
that Bond acted improperly when 
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John Gerassi 


he dismissed Gerassi because he “is 
not the kind of person we want on 
this campus.” 

Bond has said he based his 
decision to dismiss Gerassi on the 
private dossier he claims contains 
evidence against Gerassi 

Gerassi was dismissed from San 
Francisco State College in 1968 
during student strikes and unrest 
related to racial discrimination by 
the student newspaper. 

Gerassi said he gave up a 
position at the University of Paris, 
France, to lecture here at CSUS. 
However, after he had arrived and 
taught classes for two weeks. he 
was notified that he had been dis- 
missed. 

The Federal Court suit was 
brought by Andre Tsai. Tsai claims 
that Bond denied his tenure by 
allowing his fellow department 
professors to discriminate on the 
basis of race, 

Tsai is a native of Nationalist 
China. He claims he was initially 
discriminated against in 1971 when 
he was eligible for promotion to as- 
sociate professor. He later became 
outspoken in his support of the af- 
firmative action program for the 
university 

Another suit brought in 
Superior Court charges improper 
administration action. Margaret 
K. McKoane appeared in court 
Tuesday with charges that Bond 
acted without authority when he

allegedly demoted her. McKoane 
was on vacation when the job 
change occured. When she 
returned, her job title had been 
changed and her control of ac- 
tivities had been decreased. 

In yesterday's court hearing, the 
case was set forward to Friday

(ZNS) Four expert witnesses 
appeared before the Los Angeles 
County Coroners Commission on 
Monday (May 13) and presented

Among the evidence presented 
were sworn affadavits from two 
nationally recognised 
criminologists indicating that at 
least two guns were fired in the 
Ambassador Hotel pantry when 
R.F_K. was slain. Wiiliam Harper, 
a consulting “forensic firearms 
identification expert” for the 
Pasadena Police Department

reported that he had studied two 
bullet slugs recovered shortly after 
the Robert Kennedy killing oc- 
curred 

Harper cited official Los 
Angeles police records indicating 
that one of the slugs was recovered 
from the neck of Sen. Kennedy, 
while the second slug was removed 
from ABC newsman, William 
Weilsel 

Harper's sworn statement said 
that he had used a criminology 
device known as a Hycon Balliscan 
camera to compare the two bullets 
Harper concluded that each of the 
two bullets was fired from entirely 
separate guns. A second forensic 
firearms expert, Prof. Herbert 
MacDonell, stated that he too 
believed that the two slugs were 
fired from different guns. Mac- 
Donell added that the two bullets 
most probably came from separate 
boxes of ammunition 

L.A. Coroner Dr. Thomas 
Noguchi also testified at- the 
hearing, saying that Sen. Kennedy 
was struck by three bullets during 
the assassination, Dr. Noguchi 
added that the three bullets were 
fired from behind the senator — all 
at a distance of three inches or less.

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Senate Chair Seeks To Save Money

A lack of clear understanding 
on the part of many has résulted 
from the article in the Hornet, that 
reported the resolution passed by 
the Student Senate-elect on their 
refusal to appropriate Associated 
Students’ funds to support the 
instructionally related activities 
(IRA) next year. At this time I 
would like to make the intentions 
of the Student Senate clear, so that 
all those concerned will understand 
its position. 

Currently, the Associated 
Students spends over $140,000 
(almost 50 per cent of its budget) 
subsidizing essential academic, 
instructionally related programs. 
These programs include inter- 
collegiate athletics, forensics, 
drama, radio, music, and several 
other programs. These pgpgrams 
are considered to be essential to the 
academic programs provided by 
the University. However, our 
university administration has not

fully integrated the IRA into the 
university (State) budget sup- 
Porting instructional programs. 
Instead, these IRA have had to 
de pend on the Associated Students 
for funding which is fairly in- 
consistent. | do not know of any 
IRA programs that have been 
satisified with this arrangement. 

The Board of Trustees feels that 
the present funding for IRA is 
undesirable, stating that “activities 
which are an integral part of the 
educational program should be 
treated as an integral part of the 
budget supporting that program.” 
They went further to resolve that 
they are “in support of the principle 
of general fund [State} support for 
essential instructionally related ac- 
tivities and [directed] the 
Chancellor to seek the in 
troduction of appropriate 
legislation.” 

As a result of this, the State 
Legislature's Education Com- 
mittee has passed a bill (AB 3116, 
R. Johnson, R. Chico) calling for 
the immediate state funding of 
IRA, and for a proportionate 
reduction of up to 50 per cent in 
student fees. This bill is now pen- 
ding before the Ways And Means 
Committee. 

The resolution of the Student 
Senate states that: 1) the As- 
sociated Students will not provide 
funds for IRA for next year, and 2) 
that the Student Activity fee 
charged each student ($20 a year, 
full-time) will be reduced propor- 
tionate to the amount that would 
have gone for IRA. This position 
indicates several things: 1) The 
Senate is in support of the 
resolution of the Board of Trustees 
coneerning IRA, and supports the 
intent of the Johnson bill; 2) It 
believes that these JRA programs 
should no longer be treated by the 















University as second rate 
programs, but rather should be 
given the priority and con- 


sideration in funding they deserve; 
and 3) that the student should no 
longer be charged for supporting 
the instructionally related 
programs (they pay too much in 
fees already), and that next years’ 
student activity fee should 
therefore be reduced. 


It would seem that the res- 
ponsibility is on the University Ad- 
ministration to recognize and res- 
pond to the interests of the Board 
of Trustees, the state legislature, 
the instructional programs on this 
campus. and the needs of ihe 
student body: and make every ef- 
fort to not only treat IRA as the 
first class programs they are, but 
also to save the student some 
money when possible.

“Simulation and Modelling for the 
Construction Industry.” 


Engineering student Yoichi 
Akiba heads the study and is in the 
process of recruiting |! student as- 
sistants from the fields of In 
dustrial Engineering, Construction 
Technology, Computer Science 
and Urban Studies-Behavioral 
Science 


The program entails what 
Akiba describes as “narrowing the 
gap between the theoretical and the 
practical.” Via simulation, Akiba

In light of recent inc:dents in- 
volving the destructive stereotyp- 
ing involving Third World People 
(Fantasia, Fanny Ann’s) it 1s sur- 
prising, yet not unexpected that in- 
dividuals or groups would still 
have the insensitivity to publicly 
display advertisements containing 
racial slurs against Asians. We feel 
this is an indication of the 
miseducation propagated by the 
mass media and we are in 
understanding that malice was 
probably not the intent of the signs 
we discovered on school grounds. 

On Wednesday, May 8, eight 
signs were found in various parts of 
the Science Building promoting the 
Open House of the Chemistry 
Department. The signs all had the 
distorted fortune cookie parables 
such as: “Confusion say: It is better 
to go to Chem. Open House than to 
crack leeche nuts with your eyeb- 
rows”, “Confusion say: It is better 
to come to Chem. Open House 
than to search for belly- button lint 
of honorable ancestors.” The other 
six signs were of a similar nature. 

Although there were no slanty 
eyed, bucked toothed, bow! hair- 
cuts figures drawn to illustrate the 
point—the message to us Asian 
Americans is very clear-—-we are 
again victim to the stereotyping 
which has continued to foster the 
misconceptions of our existence. In 
our history in America it is clear 
that the words Chinaman, 
Monkey, Jap, Gook, etc. do not 
need a Joe Jitsu or Kenji Shibuya- 
following nght behind. The images 
are already a given— and this type

of imagery becomes des- 
tructive when applied to the real 
world of the Asian American 

Think about it—the 
Asians we see on the media are 
Hop Sings, 2nd Class Cops on 
Hawai Five-O (whose biggest 
lines are “Okay Boss”J, #1 Sons. 
and “Hey Boys”. Or they are por- 
trayed as villainous scoundrels 
who are sneaky and crafty. And it 
just so happens that major roles 
like humble Caine and bias- 
phemous Charlie Chan are played 
by whites. The conclusion— when 
whites play Asians they are heroes 
but when «Asians _ portray 
themselves they are fools. 

What if the only white images 
Americans had of themselves were 
Red Skelton, Jackie Gleason, 
Dagwood Bumstead, or the Three 
Stooges—all idiot caricatures. 
What effect would that have on the 
mental images of white people?

Okay, great, whites have the 
stereotype fool but they have 
people to offset their 


ridiculousness like Paul Newman, 
Robert Redford, Chariton Heston, 
etc. 

Who are our heroes? 
Lee? 

With close examination of 
Asian characters in the media, 
notice that there is a definite lack of 
character development. When 
Asians are getting lines like “Yes 
Mista Cahtlite” then go back in the 
kitchen or Btuce Lee gets known 
for knocking off 60 guys by fight- 
ing for an untiring 20 minutes 
straight as a super-hero, where 
does character development come 
in?

On the other hand, character 
development is a major part in 
discerning why it is that when 
Charlton Heston rips off a guy in 
“Ben Hur” we have a very clear 
inner understanding of his 
emotions but when Bruce Lee 
does it — its because its in his genes 
that he’s a born fighting machine 
and nothing eise 

Conclusion it ts not hard to 
envision then that the identity of 
the Asian American is in many 
cases muddled, unclear or com- 
pletely lost to the general public 
and even more destructively to 
himself and that positive images of 
Asians are necessary in order that 
Asians get a more composite pic- 
ture of themselves rather than a 
hodgepodge of villains. fools, or 
supermen. 

Behind comfortable stereotypes 
the actual problems of Asians 
become distorted and cannot be 
solved 

It ws hke tourists walking down 
Grant Avenue in Chinatown who 
think the community is quaint, 
peaceful, and serene where littie 
denizens have a good time celeb- 
rating New Years-—when the truth 
is Chinatown is a racial ghetto with 
a high rate of tuberculosis, under 
and unemployment, crime, mental 
illness, all a direct result of ractal 
prejudice suffered from the hands 
of American society.

Members of Kayumanggi, the 
Asian-American studen- 
t'community alliance, read a 
statement to Dr. Robert Hurley, 
dean of the Chemistry department, 
to protest posters put up last week 
to promote chemistry day 

Eight posters were displayed 
throughout the Science bldg. with 
captions such as: “It ts better to go 
to Chem. open house than to get 
fortune cookie from political in 
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Asian-Americans Protest Racial Slurs 


Berkeley.” Kayumanggi saw the 
promotion as a “dehumanizing 


ethnic slur” and demanded an 
apology from the chemistry 
de partment. 


Dr. Hurley said he was glad “the 
matter was brought so forceably to 
his attention,” and said he felt it 
would be a “great education to the 
people of this campus.”

Bad Back, Tired Butt And Mimi

Arriving an hour early made us 
only 45 minutes late. Freeborn 
Hall in Davis was filled with people 
sprawled out everywhere 
imaginable; sitting on blankets, 
pillows, jackets and anything soft 
they happened to bring with them 
People familiar with pillow 
concerts were lounging com- 
fortably upfront in bean bag chairs 
while the rest of us squirmed tn the 
back on hardwood floors 


Mimi Farina, Joan Biaz’s sister, 
was the first half of the show. The 
more she sang the more impressed | 
became. She ts a talented singer, 
writing most of her own songs, and 
a terrifre guitarist. In between 
numbers she was equally enter- 
taining making comments and 
jokes 


“I never had the opportunity to 
go to college.” Mimi said, “and | 
haven't regreted it yet.” The

She was relating to us on a person 
to person level rather than the 
star-to-people level 

After Mim: Farina was through 
everyone stood up to stretch. A 
couple of minutes later the i:ghts 
went off and we took our un- 
comfortable positions. Gordon 
Lightfoot came out on stage and 
people clapped, screamed, whis- 
tled. and sat up as straight as pos- 
sible in hopes of getting a glimpse 
of the star they paid to see 


When he started singing people 
relaxed and got themselves set for 
another hour of great enter- 
tainment. It soon became obvious 
that the man in the spotlight at the 
far end of the auditorium was a 
talented performer. As the show 
progressed it became less obvious 
Some of the songs he sang were 
fantastic but others weren't even 
good 

A girl who was also an hour late 
leaned over and whispered “It 
seems like he is giving us an hour 


show with only a halt hour's worth 
of material.” 

Gordon Lightfoot’s remarks 
between numbers couldn't be 
heard most of the time partly 
because they were directed to the 
two guitar players that were part of 
his group. When we could hear 
what he was saying it might have 
been better if he were talking to his 
group. His performance as a total 
act was barely adequate 

Shortly after Lightfoot started 
singing, people who couldn't see 
gave up trying and made 
themselves as comfortable as pos- 
sible. One guy who managed to 
steal enough space was lying down 
with his head in a girls lap. “Jeez”, 
he told her “for eight bucks I could 
have bought his album and we 
could have listened to it in bed.” 

Not a bad idea, using the money 
to buy his album and stay home. 
But that meant missing Mimi 
Farina. She was worth the price of 
admission, the bad back and tired 
butt one got listening to her

Sirhan Sirhan, the convicted slayer 
of Sen. Kennedy. That trial tes-

Ward has called tor a complete 
re<xamination of Sen. Kennedy's 
killing—-perhaps by an 
independent group, such as the 
American Academy of Forensic 
Scientists. The L.A. County 
D.A.’s office and the Los Angeles 
Police Department were invited to 
attend, but declined to participate 
in the hearing. 

Los Angeles County Police 
Chief Ed Davis and D.A. Joe 
Busch have charged that the inves- 
tigation is “politically motivated” 
because Ward is currently running 
for governor of California.
